The wing louse, which Is 
closely related to the head louse, Is 
dark ura.v and has gg clontialed body 
It is more slender, however, and rather 
darker lu color Three other species 
arc found more or less commonly ou 
chickens These aie Huff louse, the 
large hen louse and the brown chicken 
louse. 

A tin am ihe four apecies found ou tur- 
keys is the common body louse of 
chickens. Tk* shaft louse of chickens 
also infests turkeys, but probably does 
not breed on that bust. Tbe other two 
apadea r**BI t* kg native to tk* tur- 
key, probably glial Wig on this fowl in 
the wild stage. The large turkey louse 
probably is most abundant. It occurs 
an Ik* fcai hers on various parts of the 
laidy. especially i n the neck nnd breast. 
Tbe sh-udcr Itirkcy louse Is a species or 
good size, though rather elongated, and 
resembles in shape the head louse of 
ili!. kens Konaallj neither of thes.- 
species is excessively abundant, but or.
